In these mo nths 
abo ut 46 per cent o f residential 
multipie-death fire* o ccurred last 
y ear. 
Dr. Franklin Yo der, state health

•v o id ho me fires during the ho liday 
seaso n. 


Cho o se a firm-needled fresh tree. 
•aw o ff the butt at an angle, and 
keep the tree in water fro m the 
mo ment y o u get it until it's finally 
discarded. Do n’t rely o n chemical 
co ating o r so lutio ns to “ flamepro o f” 
y o ur tree—no ne is truly effectiv e 
acco rding to the fire ex perts. 
Suppo rt the tree well and lo cate it 
away fro m radiato rs o r fireplaces 
and nev er where it might blo ck y o ur 
escape rn the ev ent o f fire. Do hav e 
a go o d ex tinguisher handy near the 
tree and plan fo r remo v ing it in 
ease o f fire.

bustible, do co nduct electricity and 
lighting strings o n the tree may 
create a dangero us sho ck hazard. 
Use o nly indirect lighting. 
Plastic and metalized plastic trees 
m il burn, so use o nly tho se clearly - 
marked as made o f slo w-burning m a­ 
terials.

Ups and Downs 


Someone Is alway s claiming that Britain has had it. It's bad 
enough when an enemy believes it and acts upon the belief. 
Bhat bother* the British is when a friend say s it. 
Before Borid War II. some people who should have known what 
they were talking about predicted the imminent collapse pf Britain. 
President Kenned.''s own father, then ambassador to Britain, reported 
to President Roosevelt that British democracy was bankrupt and would 
fall before the Naris. 


J ust recently , former Secretary of State Dean Acheson. now a 
prUate eitizen-adviser to the President, said Britain is “ play ed out” 
as an independent power. 
There Is alway s some truth to such charges. Britain was weak at 
the beginning 
of World Bar ll and only 20 miles of English Channel 
water sa*cd her from defeat. (But it was the very ex istence of the 
channel which had allowed her to slide Into her predicament, not 
moral weakness as the Germans believed.) 
After the war. Britain relinquished the greatest empire in history 
. . —peacefully and intelligently , let it be said. Then she found even her 
traditional role as an aloof balance in the affairs of Europe eclipsed 
by the Common Market. 
For a while. Britain seemed to be searching for a new role as 
“ broker” between East and Best. This has been abandoned for a 
realistic acceptance of the fact that Britain's political future is in­ 
ex tricably linked with that of the United States and her economic 
future with Europe. 
Britain is. of course, no longer an independent power, as Acheson 
say s. But what country is? lf Britain's initiative is limited by decisions 
made in Washington, so is Washington limited by the Kremlin, and 
the Kremlin by us. 
Every one is limited by The Bomb. There is no such thing as in­ 
dependence on the national scale. 
However, the furor caused by Acheron* remarks—which obscured 
bls real point, the future of NATO—shows that some Britons have not 
y et forgiven history This is reflected In a certain element of anti- 
Americanism and the criticism the British heap upon themselves and 
their government. 
Others, while recognizing the truth voiced by Acheson, are irked 
that It was mentioned at a time when Britain is adopting a tough line 
against France and West Germany in its bargaining to enter the ex ­ 
clusive Common Market. 
In any event, no one should be foolish enough to believe that be­ 
cause one phase of British history is finished, the British people also 
are finished. They are eminently ex perienced in triumphing over 
change. 
They are still our most valued partner. They will be heard from 
to r a long time to come— especially when the chips are down.
